‘Prominent Officers of the Engineers’ 
Brotherhood Implicated, 


Chairman Hoge’s Order to the Strikers 
to Destroy Property. 


Two Important Arrests Made and Warranis Out 
for Other Conspirators—How the Deteo- 
tives Worked Up the Case—Goneral 
Manager Stone's Story, 


By Telegraph to The 

Cuicaco, July 6.—[By the Associated 
Press.| J. A. Bauereisn, an officer of Au- 
rora ({ll.) Division of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, was brought to Chi- 
cago this morning under arrest by a deputy 
United States marshal. He is charged with 
complicity in the alleged dynamite plot 
against the Burlington railroad. Bauer- 
eisn is not the mysterious fourth man who 
eluded the officers yesterday when three ar- 
rests were made. 

In regard to the latest arrest, General 
Manager Stone of the Burlington said this 
morning: “Bauereisn is chief engineer of 
division No, 32 of the Brotherhood of En- 
gineers, which is one of the principal lodges 
on the road. For two years he has been on 
the General Grievance Committee in the 
United States. He was arrested under the 
United States statutes, which probibit 
carryiug dynamite on passenger trains.” 
Beyond this Mr. Stone was not disposed to 
talk, but it is evident that the officers of the 
company regard the arrest as a most im- 
portant one. 

Bauereisn was seen by as Associated 
Press representative this forenoon, and to 
him he stated thathe knew nothing what- 
ever of the charges preferred against him, 
and that the arrest was a total surprise to 
the men arreste He said that he knew 
Bowles from the fact that he had been in 
his division of the brotherhood, with others. 
He had no acquaintance with him. 

When asked if he suspected that he was 
being watched, he said not more than any- 
body else. He had known that there were 
detectives around in Aurora, dogging 
brotherhood men, but he had no reason to 
sup he was articularly singled out. In 
reply to a question, the prisoner stated that 
Aurora was his birthplace, and that he had 
lived there ever since he was born. He 
said he had been quietly at home.since the 
strike began, except two. days that he at- 
tended committee meetings in Chicago. 

When Marshal Marsh was questioned 
concerning captured letters, he said that 
| exceptip the missives thrown out of the 
car window by Broderwk, the documents 
were letters of introduction from brother- 
hood officials stating that the dearer: wore 
on brotherhood business. Concerning the 
letter so hurriedly thrown away by Brod- 
erick, neither the Marsha! nor District Attor- 
ney Ewing would say a syllable, and flatly 
refused to let it to be seen. Marshal, in 
reply to inquiries, said that although charges 
against Bauereisn an: others involved now 
= a fine, the indictment — if crim- 

intent were shown, be greatly altered. 
in that case the punishment upon any of 
the accused would be hard labor as a federal 
convict in the penitentiary. Bauereisn is 
an open-faced, broad-shouldered man, about 
35, with bronzed, honest-looking features. 
He talked very frankly, and vore himself 
in a very manly way. 

Buereisen gave bail for $5000 this after- 
noon, and was released. The bail was fur- 
nished by J. A. Feidler, a Chicago mer- 
chant. The three men arrested yesterda 
are still in jail,being unable to give bail 
for $15,000. Attorneys Donohoe and Davis 
have been retained to defend them in con- 
nection with any attorneys that may be 
selected by the Brotherhood of Engineers. 
In conversation with Chairman Hoge, today, 
the men denied all knowledge of the dyna- 
mite, and said they did not iene who 
brought the stuff into the car. They said 
that after they were arrested, General Man- 

er Stone came into the car, cod then one 
of the detectives took the package from a 
hatrack. They say they never saw the 
package until it was in the hands of the 
detective.

THE PLOT IN DETAIL 


Manager Stone Tells of the Conspir- 
acy—Strike Leaders Implicated. 

CuicaGco, July 6.—[By the Associated 
Press.} General Manager Stone, of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad, 
has furnished the Associated Press with a 
long statement, giving the history of the 
dynamite plot. He says that about the 
middle of May the company was informed 
of a plot to destroy its property by dynamite, 
and that Bowles was about to leave town to 
put the plan in operation.

ad | Chicago, having taken dynamite caps with 


him from a room occupied at the Grand 
Pacific by Chairman Hoge of the General 
Grievance Committee. On the 29thor May, 
near Aurora, an engine struck an ex- 
plosive material, which bore strong evi- 
dences of dynamite. The engine Was 
badly damaged. On the remnants of the 
paper found was the mark of the manu- 
facturer, the same as the cartridges in pos- 
session of the men arrested on Thursday. 
Shortly after this, Bowles was at Nobles- 
ville, where he was supplied with funds by 
a draft from J. A. Bauereisn, chairman 
of the Aurora National Grievance Com- 
mittee, who was also arrested this 
morning. Broderick was at this time 
at Creston, Iowa, where he repeatedly re- 
quested Bauereisn to send Bowles with his 
goods, as it was a favorable place for opera- 
tions. Bowles accordingly went to Creston 
and met Broderick. A few hours after 
Bowles left Creston, another explosion took 
place in the Creston yards, with all the cir- 
cumstances and evidences of the previous 
explosion. During this time Broderick and 
Bowles had been furnished with letters of 
intreduction to various members of the 
brotherhood, stating that they were acting

Wasuineton (D. C.), July 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.| House.—In the House, 
Mr. Kilgore of Texas presented a confer- 
ence report on a bill to ratify the act creat- 
ing the county of San Juan, New Mexico.

The Police Are Drawing Off and the 
Sports Are Waiting. 

By one of the recent changes in police 
circles, Chinatown has been left almost 
without police supervison, and it is more 
than probable that, unless the police squad 
in that detectable portion of the city is 
reinforced, an attempt will be made to 
reopen the tan shops. When the com- 
missioners finally decided to put a stop to 
gambling, Detective Flickner was specially 
detailed to look after this particular branch 
of crime, and was instructed to give his at- 
tention especially to the suppression of tan. 
Three other officers were detailed te work 
under Fiickner’s directions, and so well! did 
the officers perform their duty that in a few 
days there was not a game running ey 
in all Chinatown, and this state of things 
has been maintained up to the present 
time. The fact is conceded on all sides that 
never before in the history of Los Angeles 
has there been so little open gambling as 
since the time when the board issued 
their ultimatum and gave all hands 
to understand that they meant busi- 
ness. In the meantime, however, Police 
Clerk Moffatt was taken ill, and has been 
confined to his room for several days past. 
Officer Beau, who is detailed for duty in 
Justice Anstin’s court, has been put in 
Moffatt’s place, and Detective Flickner has 
been taken from Chinatown and put in the 
City Court, ee but one man on duty in 
that portion of thecity. It is not charged 
that the officer will not do his duty, but it is

HIGHBINDERS. 


There Will Probably Be Trouble in 
Chinatown Soon. 

The organization of the new lodge of 
Chinese Freemasons ia the city has given 
rise to widespread discontent and ill feeling 
among the opposing factions in Chinatown.

CHARTER-MAKERS, 


REGULAR MEKTING OF THE 
BUAKD OF FREEROLDERS. 


The Chief of Police to Be Appointed 
—~Members of the Board of Health 
Disposed Of—Contagious Diseases 

Discussed—Other Sections. 


~ 


The Board of Fragholders held their 
regular Friday session yesterday afternoon. 
In the absence of the Mayor, Maj. Bone- 
brake was called to the chair, There were 
present Messrs. Mackay, Estudillo, Mans- 
field, Dunkelberger, Brown, Scott, Day and 
Moore. The Mayor came in later. 

The business was begun with the reading 
of the rejected charter at section 70, arti- 
cle 6, 

Article 7, on the educational department, 
was, on motion of Mr. Day, passed over to 
the next meeting, in order to allow the 
committee heretofore appointed on the de- 
partmeat time to report, and article 8 on 
the public library was taken up. Sections 
84, 85 and 86 were adopted. Section 87 was 
made to read that three of the directors 
shall hold office for one year and two for 
two years, and the directors appointed an- 
nually to take the place of retiring direc- 
tors shall hoid office for two years. 

Section 88, on organization of the board, 
and 89, on the powers of the board, were 
allowed to stand, and sections 90 and 91, 
finding no objection, the entire article was 


adopted with the simple alteration noted 
above. 


ARTICLE 9, 

on the police, was begun and read through. 
Gen. Mansfield wanted to know if the pow- 
ers of the Police Commission applied to 
the Chief, as well as to the other men.bers 
of the force. It was a very important mat- 
ter, he said, and he wanted to have it deti- 
nitely settled. 

The board didn’t really know whether 
they bad voted to make the office elective 
or appointive, and after some discussion it 
was decided that he would be appointed, 
and, therefore, the commission would have 
power to remove the Chief, The article was 
then adopted as read. | 

Article 10, on the Police Courts, was read 
and adopted intact, and article 11, on the 
fire department, was read and passed. Ar- 
ticle 12, touching the Board of Health, vas 
next presented, and altered by providing 
that the Council shail appoifit the members 
of the Board of Health, instead of the 
Mayor. ‘The motion was made by Mr. 
Mackay, who said that he had no confidence 
in any one man’s special goodness, just be- 
cause he occupied a high position, and he 
had no more confidence ina mayor than he 
had in a chief of police. 

The réading was resumed with the sec- 
tion providing for a health office. It was 
adopted, and section 120, providing for a 
health officer, was read. At this time Mr. 
Day went back to the 

BOARD OF HEALTH 
and moved that three members of the board 
should constitute a quorum. Carried. 

The clause providing that the Health 
Officer should be over 30 years of age was 
stricken ou The duties of the officer 
were allowed to go as in the old charter. 

Sections 122 and 123, on the quarantine, 
was read. Maj. Bonebrake wanted to 
know of Dr. Kurtz if there was nota better 


word to use than contagious. The Doctor 


said that this was a very important matter 
and as the Medical Association were to 
hold a meeting last night he would like to 
bring it before them. On motion of Mr. 
Brown the article was referred to Dr. Kurtz 
as acommittee of one to carry it before the 

he Mayor said that while they were on 
this matter he would say that one-half the 
votes against the rejected charter were on 
account of the clause saying that persons 
sick with contagious diseases could be 
taken from their homes by force if they 
would not go otherwise. 

Gen. Mansfield said that was true, and 
such a clause would defeat any charter 
they might draw up. Mr. Brown echoed 
Mr. Mansfield and said that no man would 
allow his - 

WIFE OR CHILDREN 
to be taken out of his own home by force, 
and would protect them to any extent. He 
knew that while the clause meant nothing, 
there were many sensible men who at the 
last election had voted against the charter 
on account of it. 

Mr. Scott spoke in the same strain, and 
said that if the clause should be inserted he 
would vote against the charter himself. 

The Mayor was anxious to get the sense 
of the meeting on the clause, and made two 
or three attempts to get a vote on it, so that 
the members could be puten reco The 
members didn t want to vote, so Dr. Kurtz 
took the matter in hand. 

Gen. Mansfield said that he could ay 
what the Medical Association wou 
with that clause. They would all vote to 
have itremain. Dr. Kurtz said that no 
sensible physician would vote for it. The 
General replied that one physician had 
already told him that unless the clause was 
there he would vote against it, and he would 
wareany give the name to the chair if he 
wished it. 

The motion to refer to Dr. Kurtz carried 
by a vote of 8 to 5, and the reading was 
resumed at article 13 on the establishment 
and change of grade. Maj. Bonebrake 
moved to strike out all that portion of sec- 
tion 140 referring to 

CROSS STREETS, 

giving the people no right to protest 
against achange in grade. The ayes and 
nays were called and the motion was lost. 
Maj. Bonebrake wanted to make another 
motion to give the people the right to pro- 
test for only half a block away from the 
street. He was informed that the charter 
already provided for —— and the motion 
was dropped and the reading resumed. 

Col. Dunkelberger objected to the clause 
saying that the Council could lay sewerage 
on any street, to be paid for by the citizens. 
He said it was unfair that the city should 
go ahead and put in asewer in front of a 
man’s place and require the man to pay for 
it whether he got any benefit from it or not. 

Gen. Mansfield introduced -an_ independ- 
ent proposition saying that all improve- 
ments declared by the city to be a public 
necessity should for by the 
That, he said, would prevent the city mak- 
ing changes in streets, or anything else that 
would be detrimental to a man’s property 
and then requiring him to pay for it. 

The same gentleman offered a motion 


that all improvements on a street after it 
has once been 
SEWERED AND GRADED 

shall be paid for by the city. Mr. Robinson 
read section 169, which about covered the 
same ground, and then Dr. Kurtz moved to 
defer action until section 169 was reached. 
Carried. 

The reading was begun again after this 
long delay with article 14, on the proceed- 
ings to condemn property for streets. The 
entire article was adopted without a sinzle 
alteration, and article 15, on the improve- 
ment of streets and construction of sewers 
and bridges, was read down to section 169, 
when the grades was brought 
up again. Mr. Robinson thought the clause 
did not fully cover the ground in cases 
where damages shoula be paid to property 
owners. One man could not get damages 
unless his neighbors said so, and there was 
no recourse in a case where one man owned 
a whole block, and again one man might 
have put fine pavements, etc., in front of 
his property while his neighbors had 
nothing, and then he would be the only one 
to be damaged. What right, then, would 
his neighbors heve tosay whether or not he 
shohld have damages. 

Gen. Mansfield said that this was one ot 
the most important things in the charter,

Local Manufactures—Why They Do 
Not Flourish. 

Los July 5.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Times.) After a resi- 
dence in your beautiful city for nearly 
two years, I am sorry to say I will have 
to bid you good-by. I am a mechanic, 
and tolive must go wherelcan get 
work. I simply go to San Francisco to 
work on a job for Los Angeles. While 


‘men were getting rich on selling 


real estate they did not mind pay- 
ing a small percentage more for 
having iron wrought, books printed, 
ete., here in s Angeles. But 
now, a slight dullness having over- 
taken the citizens, those parties who 
are having contract jobs done are tak- 
ing the bids from _— in every city, 
town and village in the Union, to see 
who will do the work a dollar or two 
cheaper. I would like to know when 
your city can become a manufacturing 
place, when your citizens are getting 
all their work done in other places? It 
is the number of mechanics and 
laborers employed in a_ place 
that makes it prosperous. The weekly 
and monthly wages of the employed is 
what keeps business brisk. Just now 
Los Angeles misses the money of the 
mechanics. Thatis the cause of the 
scarcity of money; and yet some of the 
citizens are helping to make money 
scarce by having work done elsewhere. 
Angeles can do as good work, in 
any department, as any other city, and 
very near as cheap—sometimes cheaper. 
Take book printing and jobbing. This 
city can do work as quickly, neatly and 
cheaply as San Francisco, and yet the 
citizens send their work to the Bay 
City to have done. Several books of 
late were printed there; and there is 
one now about to be printed with ad- 
vertisements of our business men, and 
all saying, of course, that they can do 
all kinds of work as cheaply and well 
as any other city. What a false- 
and mockery it will appear 
when that same book is _ printed 
in San Francisco! The matter of where 
a book ig printed lies with those who 
patronize the work, and they should 
see that the book is printed in this city. 
Every doliar paid for wages here goes 
into the various stores; every dollar 
paid for work done elsewhere is so 
much out of the pockets of our home 
storekeepers. Suppose all the iron 
work of the business houses lately put 
up, and now going up, was manufac- 
tured here: What a‘host of mechanics 
you would have employed in Los 
Angeles! If you want your city to be- 
come a manufacturingeand prosperous 
lace you must have home work done 
the city. Suppose you do pay a 
trifle more (and all young cities must 
charge a little more than old-estab- 
lished places, as work shops, etc., have 
get it back 
twice over in the shape of a healthy 
business in the stores. 

Citizens of Los Angeles, be men, and 
lovers of your wonderful and beautiful 
city, and bave your work done here. 

“To be a manufacturing city” ought 
to be the watchword of every citi- 
zen. What can a city amount to 
if you have to send away your 
money to other places for eatablies, 
clothing and manufactured articles? 
Business men who advertise in a book 
about the glories of your city, see that 


- your book is printed here; and citizens 


who put up houses, see to it that the 
material is made and manufactured in 
MECHANIC.

POLITICAL GOSSIP. 


How ‘Free ‘trade Would 
Work in California. 


A Leading San Francisco Manufae- 
turer Says It Means Ruin. 


Mayor Hewitt Declines theJAmerical 
Party Nomination 


Chairman English and Stephen M. White Arrive 
at San Francisco—Ciereland and Thar- 
man Expected to Visit the Coast in 
the Near Fature. 


By Te'egraph to The Tims. 

SAN Francisco, July 6.—[Special.}. 
“Tam a Democrat, and always voted the 
Democratic ticket,” said L. P. Drexler, 
president of the California Jute Millis Com- 
pany, and vice-president of the Pioneer 
Woolen Mills this aftesnoon, *‘but this year 
I propose to vote for Harrison and Morton;. 
not only that, but also to cast my ballot-for the 
Republican Congressman and Républican 
State Legislators. Protection to American 
industries and labor is of the most vital im- 
portance, and 1 am for the party that prom- 
ises them protection, The Mills Bill, which 
reflects the sentiment of the Adinistra- 
tion, proposes to remove the tariff from 
jute, rawand manufactured, which is 20 
and 40 per cent. respectively. Now, if that 
bill becomes a law, we will be compelled to 
shut down our mill at once, and every other 
manufactory of the kind in the United 
States will have to do the same. If the 
Democratic Administration wanted to re- 
duce the price of jute goods to the con- 
sumer, why did not the Millis Bill place 
raw jute on the free list, and protect the 
laborers and manufacturers engaged in the 
business by maintaining the tariff on man- 
ufactured goods ?”” 

“Why will it become necessary for you to 
close down your mills?” was asked. 

“Simply because we cannot compete with 
the pauper labor of Calcutta, India, where 
jute-workers are paid from 10 to 18 centa 
per day and work 18 hours out of the 24, 
We now have about 400 employés in our 
mill. They represent at least 1000 people, 
who will have to look elsewhere for bread 
and butterif the Mills Bill passes. Our 
plant is worth $400,000, and if we are forced 
to close down the mill machinery can be . 
sold only for old iron. Pending the action 
of Congress, we decided to order no more 
material, although the jute ought to have 
been ordered before this. 

“You can take, also, the case of the Pio- 
neer Woolen Mills, of which I am vice- 
president. We have $1,000,000 invested in 
the plant, but have cut down our force one- 
half, and if that Mills measure passes wa - 
will discharge the rest_of the employés and 
shut down. Millions of dollars invested 
throughout the country will be a total loss, 
to say nothing of hundreds of thousands of 
people being necessarily thrown out 
of employment, depriving the children of 
the poor classes of education and leading 
them to ignorance and crime. Manufac- 
tures are in their infancy on this coast, but 
in the East, where they are counted by 
thousands, the case is different. I don’t 
think there is a woolen mill in the United 
States that is paying dividends, and as for 
our Pioneer mills, instead of returning a 
profit, they were run at a loss of $80,000 last 
year. If we don’t getachange of adminis- 
tration this time, we will have to close the 
concern up, and let it rot. It is all non- 
sense to compare the United States with 
Engiand. She raises noraw material, but 
buys it all, and has to look to the entire 
world fora market. On the other hand, 
America raises all her raw material and 
has a market of her own. Protection has 
been the salvation of the country thus far, 
and is the secret of America’s prosperity. 
The question before the American people 
today is not one of politics or men, but of 
protection and prosperity, or free trade and 
disaster.” * .
